“The church today does not reach the 


people who need it. We have the same 
communities year after year. They 
sometimes bring their children and they 
may follow in the footsteps of their 
parents. But the church as a whole 
doesn't reach the masses. 

“I though it all over and decided that 
I could do more good on the Stage than 
in the pulpit. I never intend to Play in 
risque productions. A good play can 
be made to teach a greater lesson than 
the most eloquent sermon. An actor 
reaches more people than the pastor. 
A play doesn’t: have to be a religious 
play to be & good one. A musical com- 
‘edy, free from suggestiveness, can be 
made just as effectual in aiding man- 
kind as the heaviest kind of a drama.

Million Club Committee Will 
Figure on Raising Money 
for Proposed Project. 


President C. F. Blanke of the Million 
Population Club has arranged to ap- 
point a committee of the club to pro- 
mote @ movement to establish in St.

“When I saw the gardens in New 
York and Chicago,” said Harris to « 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “I realized the 
great need of this city for such an at-

“Y believe there are public-spirited cit- 
izens in St. Louis who would contribute 
to a fund for this purpose. They con-

OPEN SEASON FOR TYPHOID 
RECORDS FOUR DEATHS IN 
CITY IN LAST SEVEN DAYS 


End of Vacation Period Likely to 
Increase’ Mortality From 


This Source. 


Typhoid fever, which becomes more 
deadly in St. Louis at the beginning of 
autumn, was responsible for four of the 
201 deaths reported last week.

When he entered the United States Senate, the 
cutcry against “Rebel Brigadiers” in Congress 
was vociferous.

Now that they have 
wholly disappeared, no question is more impor- 
tant to the whole country than that of how their 
piace is to be filled in national politics. 

Under existing conditions, there is no certain 
promise that it will be filled from the South 
during this generation. Co-operating with the 
“Liberal Republicans” of the Reconstruction pe- 
riod and with the “Copperheads” of the Civil War 
period, the “Rebel Brigadiers” steadied the coun- 
try during its worst period of political disturb- 
ance. It is historically true that this combina- 
tion of elements of opposition to corruption and 
disorganization was a more effective check on 
what is worst in government than any -other 
country ever had during a like period of storm 
and stress. It was determined, intelligent, ag- 
gressive and at the same time radical in the sort 
of conservatism which means devotion to con- 
stitutional government. No element in the poli- 
tics of any country ever did more to restore civi] 
government and to check arbitrary” power than 
these “Rebel Brigadiers.” As American eitizens, 
they need successors who will answer now as 
they answered when they were most urgently 
needed. -

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TO PREVENT LAND SPECULATION, 


From. the Survey. 

Congestion as a city problem is a source of 
grave concern in many American cities. New 
York has just appointed an official commission 
to ‘devise measures of. relief.. Besides inducing 
people to go to outlying districts there is the 
question as to how to house them. The Survey 
in.a recent issue tells how’ European countries 
are answering the. question. 

“The garden city has had its comencement and 
reached its highest development in England, but 
the idea of it so appeals to the other nations of 
Europe that, one and all, they are ‘trying ex- 
periments on similar lines. In Germany the most 
interesting cities of this sort are Hellerau, near 
Dresden; Essen, which is already well known, and 
Parlach, neir Munich. In Switzerland a new 
garden city is being created near Berne and there 
is one in France at. Dourges. All are modeled on 
English prototypes, but in their details of streets 
and’ buildings they follow local traditions. Hel- 
lerau is co-operative. 

“Many other ‘suburbs similar to garden cities 
have grown up around industrial plants. In every 
case these are the result of private enterprise 
and constructed by private capital, but many cities 
are, as municipalities, directly interested in the 
development of their suburbs and many own 
lend on their outlying districts or in their im- 
mediate surroundings. This land is: leased by the 
city or sold under restrictions for the erection of 
dwélling houses for the working classes. Stock- 
holm, Sweden, owns nearly 60 per cent of the 
outlying land within its borders, and just out- 
side of its borders it owns a great deal more, 
with the’ result that it very effectually prevents 
speculation in land. This means that land for 
workingmen’s dwellings can be secured at a price 
which’ makes possible the erection of buildings 
with good accomodation that can be let within 
the amount that the workingman can afford to 
spend. In. Germany, Ulm is the leader in this 
work,. and not only here does the city own a 
great dea} of land in its surroundings, but it has 
built a. great many dwelling houses of the cottage 
tspe which it rents to working people at most 


reasonfable rates.” 
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ILLITERACY IN SPAIN. 
From the New’ York Evening Post. 

Statistics show that in 1860 (fifty years ago) 
20 per cent of the Spanish population could read 
and write; 4.6 per cent could read only; and 75.3 
per cent could neither read nor write. In 1880, 
28,5 per cent could. read and write, 3.4 per cent 
could read only, and 68.1 per cent could neither 
read nor write. The statistics for 1910 are not 
yet available—and Spain has made great advances 
clear down to the present day—but in the sta- 
tistical resume for 1900 the illiterates of Spain 
amounted ‘to a fraction less than 30 per cent of 
the population, or, to be more exact, 2,603,753 
meles and 2,686,615 females, making a total of 
5,290,368 persons. I am informed that the Span- 
ish age at which to count illiterates commences 
at 9. years, and these illiterates were for the most 
part persons from maturity to old age. In other 
words,’ they represented ‘the older generation 
passing away, while the younger generation is 
ercwing up well educated. Spain is somewhere 
in the same situation as our own Tennessee and 
North Carolina, and its actual place should fot 
be misstaged.: In Tennessee in 1900 the illiterates 
Were 20 per cent of the population, and in North 


Carolina about 28 per cent.

BERLIN, Aug. 17—More ‘antique’ furniture, old 
statuary and rare coins were purchased by American 
tourists this yeer than the trade anticipated, hence 
the workshops of Germany, especially in Berlin and 
smali villages in obscure parts of the country, must 
work overtime to prepare for next season’s invasion. 

Some difficulty In obtaining a sufficient supply 
of antique marbie busts and carvings is likely, as 
it takes three years to properly age the Olympian 
goods so as to satisfy the fastidious ‘‘antiquarians” 
whose gullibility is orly equaled by the size of their 
purses. 

Move for Next Year.

BERLIN, Aug. 27.—Henry Studnicaka, a well-known” 
sugar refiner of St. Louis, and who is also a consult- 
ing engineer, has just arrived in Berlin after an es 
tensive tour of the Continent. He was appointed © 
the State Department at Washington, some time 
ago, with instructions to travel extensively titrough 
Europe fort the express purpose of investigating the 
adaptability eff'American products toeforeign mar- 
kets, and..how they are regafded by. foreign con- 

During his investigations Studniczka visited .En- 
gland, France, Austrix and Hungary. Hé is now 
preparing. «2 series of reports which will be dip 
tributed throughout the United States. 

From a humanitarian standpoint, says the Ame 
lcan investigator, the people who should be mostly 
Interested in what he has discovered are the labor 
ing classes in the United States. He insists that ¢et 
this side of the ocean the laboring classes are treat- 
ed more like slaves and their lots are a etenaaret but 
pleasant. 

Conditions Bed in Boh-mia. 

Situdniczka was glad to get to Berlin, where he 
declares the slunmis are at least under cover. e 
stated that the worst condition of the working class- 
es he found tn Bohemia, He said Vienna was @ 
very closo se@gond.in that respect, anc, as for Lof- 
don, he insisted i was not very far behind. 

“In Bohemia, for instance, the misery baffles de- 
scription. The majority of the peasants have con- 
sumption written plainiy upon their sunken, pa- 
thetic features. Throughout Austria and in many 
parts of Germany, women are compelled to perform 
unusually heavy labor. Between Bruenn, In Mo- 
ravia, and Dresden, the Saxon capital. it is a very 
thing to see women along the roadads é@n- 
gaged in breaking stones. r, again, you might fee 
them with the piek and shovel employed as séction 
hands. 

“In Bohemia you can see women, some of them 60 
years old, climbing ladders ang carrying up stones 
and hods of brick on their shoulders. You can see 
emaciated wives and mothers working in the beet 
fields, earning from 2 to 30 cents a day, and all 
they have for luncheon will be sandwiches made out 
of heavy black bread. As for the tages they re- 
ceive, they will scarcely enable them to a body 
and soul together.’’

Studniczka carefully looked into the glove industry 
in Austria, as well as in. Germany, and arrived at. 
the conclusion that America has little chance to com- 
pete in this direction. When asked for an explana- 
tion, he declared that the fundamentél reason is to 
be found In the wonderful economy shown through- 
out Europe in cultivating the grazing ground for 
goats. He said the supply of kid ts an jpteresting 
proof of the great enterprise of the Austrian om 
manufacturers. 

During his investigations Studniczka found, by ac- 
cident, that the Austrian glove makers have organ- 
ized a campaign to introduce gloves in countries 
where they have been practically unknown. The 
start is to be with Turkey, with a view to forming 
the glove-wearing habit if possible. It has been de- 
cided tn connection with this novel campaign that 
all gloves shall be sold at actual cost until “the 
habit” has been. firmly established. . 

Before he leaves Studnicaka will make a 
careful investigation of the alleged ry by 
an American professor in Kiel of a way to make art!- 
ficial rubber. It ts claimed by the inventor that the 
artificial product fulfills all the purposes of the 
genuine article. From data supplied to Studniczka 
he has reason to betleve thatthe Invention is not less 
epoch-making than the introduction of analine dyes 
as substitutes for indigo. ee

ETURNING, you will find, if it be 
R Saturday afternoon, winter of 
summer, everyone holfdaying, or 
if may be one of the “bank holidays’”’ 
that give at least a taste of leisure to 
the tollers. If it be 5 o’clock you will 
see all Dublin coming to tea at the 
Shelbourne; bankers, journalists, of- 
ficers, barristers from the Four Courts;

And you Hsten 
to the best conversation you ever will 
hear; politics first of all, for every- 
thing is political in Ireland, even the 
most innocent scheme of philanthropy, 
then literature. Today it is the dis- 
cussion of the academy of letters just 
formed in London that has a@® many 
Trish as English names on its honor 
list, and art, not elghteenth century, 
but the twentieth. And no one asks 
vou how much you are worth or what 
you earn or pours into your ear that 
ancient tale of his rising from harefoot 
beggary to his present affluence. 

Afterwards, everyone goes for a 
drive or walk. There ts such a thing 
as Nature here, and they must see 
her ever-fresh beauty every day. 
They possess what we are not even 
aware of not having, a proper’ sense 
of the values in living. They die of 
real old age at eighty, not of the 
same malady as we do at fifty. 

At eight in the evening is the 
function of the day-dinner. Every- 
one dresses for it and it takes two 
hours to eat ang talk. -You always 
see men and women dining together, 
rarely a mam alone unless he be a 
tourist, or women in groups by them- 
Selves. Making dinner a function 
aids digestion if it does nothing 
else, but it gives too that touch of 
refinement of living that makes life 
worth while. . Anything is iff you 
make an art of it. And eo the day 
ends in Dublin.

F you are in St. Louis, you rise at 
| the ghastly hour of seven, no 
matter what you are. Late sleep- 
ing In our country is equivalent to 
ostricism from. society. They ‘who 
rise at noon are grouped with 
mountebanks and traveling fortune 
tellers. The roar deafens your ears 
as you leave your tiny room in the 
caravansary that are termed tene- 
ments or apartments according to 
their location. You don’t know 
whether it ig day or night. You are 
too dazed to care. The family as- 
semble at those funeral rites called 
“preakfasting together.” No one 
speaks except to quarrel. You snatch 
a few mouthfuls, employing the inter- 
val of a minute for the food to go 
from hand to mouth by adjusting 
your clothes, and wishing that you 
were dead so you might- wake no 
more. 

You straggie out. There are many of 
you from the huge caravansary to the 
treeless street ramparted on. both sides 
with its barracks of flats. You crowd 
on a car—whirling, exuding its overplus 
of humanity, each devouring the latest 
human atrocities, flash-lighted in the 
news beforé them. You are where you 
must be before you know it, and take 
your place in the galley and pull your 
Oar, for you are a slave i? you be a true 
American; boasting still at 60 of working 
4 hours a day, proud that the only 
leisure class we possess are branded as 
tramps. 

No one ever speaks to anyone else 
with any degree of courtliness, while 
pulling the galley, trying only to pull 
harder than the other, to push him over- 
board: if you can, to gain the top you 
must. 

Then, you amuse yourself. Scenery 
there is none; twilight beauty, only 
lunatics talk of that; you have pleas- 
ures, but not of the intellect. But the 
deepest, the greatest, the everlasting 
happiness is the counting of your coins 
—listening to the music of their tink- 
ling, you sink to a dreamless sleep, for 
you have passed through a dreamless 
day. For you there are no visions, no 
fairies. 

And the “business man” dominates, 
and if you be not of him or with him.

RAZOR WAS WEAPON 


Boarding House Keeper Says 
She Knows no Cause for 
Attack. 


John R. Nicholson, a lawyer. was 
found mysteriously slashed in his bed 
early yesterday afternoon. He was un- 
dressed and at first said that he would 


rather die than divulge why he was 
mutilated.

Wilson B. Downing, & carpenter, 39 
years old, unmarried, is under arrest.

The cause of the alleged dissension 
between the men has not been thor- 
oughly establishment.

PITTSBURG, Kan.,

The lands will be placed on the market 
in September. They will be sold, and 
the Indians will get their share from 
the sale. 

“The McMurray contracts will not be 
approved. . For that matter, none of 
the existing contracts will be approved, 
As to what our report concerning him 
will be, I am not in a position to say.

The Kaiser’s idea of rulé is the 
conception of Asiatic despotism. He 
has, of his own authority, torn up 
the sheet of paper Von Buelow 
wheedled out*of him and thrown the 
scraps at the German nation. 

Kaiser Is Unsupported. 

He has again placed himself in 
open opposition to the warmest de- 
sires and most urgent claims of the 
German people. The overwhelming 
majority of the people wishes to put 
an end to the insane competition of 
armaments and to conclude a naval 
agreement with Great Britain as the 
most powerful means of maintain- 
ing peace. 

The Emperor, however, proclaims 
the continuance and strengthening of 
intolerable armaments. His whole 
speech sounds like a threat of mili- 
tary despotism. 

The Reichstag should be sum- 
moned, sq that the people’s repre- 
sentatives can pick up the Kaiser’s 
gauntlet and set, once for all, the 
limits beyond which the Crown can- 
not be permitted to go. 
Unfortunately for the Emperor, the 

Vorwaert= expresses the practically 
unanimous opinion of all his subjects. 
So far not a solitary newspaper has 
approved his utterances. 

Harden Defends Emperor. 


Maximilian Harden, editor of Die 
Zukunft, who exposed the coterie of 
aristocrats styled “Knights of the 
Round Table,’’ told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent he considers it most re- 
grettable that the Emperor’s speech is 
taken so seriously, especially abroad. 

“Emphatically, I do not believe the 
Emperor's speech g0es to prove his in- 
tention of laying aside his reserve and 
self-restraint of the last two vears. I 
consider his utterance at Koenigsberg 
the outcome of the unusual] Inspiration 
of an unusual occasion, which is not 
likely to recur. I agree with the view

MENA IS-ON THE

New President, the Third 
Since Zelaya, Is Named by 
Military Leader. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Aug. 27.—Jose 
Dolores Estrada,* to whom President 
Madriz, Zelaya’s successor, turned over 
the administration of the Nicaraguan 
Government before fleeing the country, 
today retired from the presidency in 
favor of Gen. Louls Mena, who was des- 
ignated by him as acting President of 
the republic. 

This change of administration was in 
accordance with instructions from Es- 
trada’s brother, Gen. Juan J. Estrada, 
head of the Provisional Government 
and leader of the successful revolution 
against Madriz. 

Gen. Mena immediately took pos- 
session of the presidential mansion. 
By direction of: Gen. Estrada, he wil) 
send Dr. Salvado Castrillo, Minister 
at Washington, a note setting forth 
the policy of the new administration. 
He will pronounce for the re-estab- 
lishment of the finances of the coun- 
try, the elimination of JZelayaism, 
the abolition of private privileges ang 
concessions and complete compliance 
with the terms of the Washington 
convention, aiming to put a stop to 
the perpetual revolutions in the Cen. 
tral American states and encroach- 
ments by one state upon another, He 
will pledge himself to free elections 
to the presidency of Nicaragua, to 
be held within six months.

Lady Sybell Arlington, a passe beauty, 
who moves in conspicuous London soci- 
ety, becomes enamored of the personal 
charms of Beverly Maddox, a young 
American reared in luxury, who finds 
himself, through a turn in the stock 
market, almost penniless in London. 

“Ilgy” portrays Beverly Maddox as 
rather a modest young man, who 
doesn’t understand Lady Arlington’s 
advances until, figuratively speaking, 
she hits him fn the head with a brick. 
Then they take a yacht cruise to- 
gether and Lady Arlington deposits 
in a London bank a sum large enough 
to enable Maddox to live In the way 
he has been accustomed to, 

His Moral Is Vague. 

“The purpose of this story is not 
to present a picture of vice rampant, 
nor to uphald an immoral relation,” 
ligenfritz writes in his foreword.

“All I’we got to say about the lid in 
St. Louls or anywhere else is that it’s 
all right if the people of the city want

ARMY AND NAVY STUDY 
~ ANEW THE “CANCER CURE” 


Surgeons Favorably Impressed 
by Method Used by Dr, Gil- 


man of Philippine Service. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Army and 
Navy surgeons recefve the reports 
of the preparation of a vaccine for 
the inhibition and cure of cancer 
by Dr. *P. K. Gilman of the Philip- 
pine service with open minds, for the 
reason that he has been working on 
this subject for more than three 
years. He has tried his vaccine on 
56 cases, 20 of which seem to have 
been cured.

Hadley 
at Jefferson City. Foland says the

Woman Testifies 
Said He Married When He 


Thought Her Rich, 





Mrs. Susie Brogan was divorced from 
Gibbons Brogan yesterday by Judge 
Moyers in the East St. Louis City Court, 
where. her husband five-months ago was 
acquitted of a charge of shooting and 
killing A. J. Magill, a photographer, 
with whom he accused his wife with be- 
dng too friendly. Brogan was not in 
court to defend the guit. After his ac- 
quittal he went to Needles, Cal., where 
he now lives. 

Mrs. Brogan charged her husband with 
desertion. They were married Nov. 25, 
1883, and separated July 11, 1908, the day 
Magill was killed in his studio, on Cot- 
linsville avenue. In her testimony, Mrs. 
Brogan did not refer directly to the 
death of Magill. After testifying that 
Brogan left her more than two years 
ago, she was asked by Judge Moyers 
why her husband left and what he said 
when he went away. 

“The last words he said to me were: 
‘I’m going to do something that you will 
regret the rest ‘of your life,’ ”’* she an- 
ewered. 

In answer to another question, Mrs. 
Brogan said that the next time she 
saw her husband was in the court- 
‘scom during his trial on charge of 
killing Magill, after he had been ar- 
fested and brought back from Cali- 
fornia. 

Seven other divorces were granted 
‘by default yesterday by Judges Moy- 
ers and Millard. William E. Landers 
wept while he testified as to the al- 
leged infidelity of his wife. He filed 
a statement, purported to be signed 
by his wife, in which she admits im- 
proper relations with an “affinity.” 
Ianders got a divorce and the cus- 
tedy of their 2-year-old child.

-Riser, who left home in 1903 to look 
for work, she testified. She charged 
desertion.

DAKOTA PARK IMPROVEMENT 
ASSOCIATION WANTS MONEY 


Enlarged Organization Will Ask

The members of the Dakota Park

ST, LOUISAN PLANS AN OCEAN 
GOING BOAT FOR THE RIVER 


Rear Admiral Evans Tells John 
F. Cahill He Thinks Plan 


Is Feasible. 


John F. Cahill’ of 1012 Carleton 
building is planning to build a river- 
ocean vessel to transport freight 
from Sst. Louis to South American 
cities. Cahtll, who has been work- 
ing on his plan for twenty years, has 
a letter from Rear Admiral Evans 
who states that he thinks the plan 
feasible. é 

The boat Cahill hopes to build will 
be made entirely of steel. It will 
be 250 feet long, 45 feet wide and will 
be 22 feet deep from the main deck. 
It will be flat bottomed and wil] be 
driven by a 3000-horsepower tur- 
bine engine. It.will have quadruple 
screws, similar to those used on the 
Lusitania, and which will be protect- 
ed from snags by a steel covering. 

The boat will draw 8 feet of water 
but floating in 12 feet or more, its 
capacity wil! be 1,000,000 pounds. 
When the stage of the river is be- 
tween 9 and 12 feet, half of the boat’s 
capacity can be carried. 

Plans have been made so that from 
800 to 400 passengers can also be 
carried. Blue prints and wash draw- 
ings of the ship are in the windows 
of the La Salle building.

NEW. YORK, Aug. 27.—The Even- 
ines Post in its copyrighted weekly 
review today says:

When 
the preliminary work is ended, things 
are just where they were before, and | 
the most brilliant play excites only 
desultory applause, since everybody 
knows that it will all have to be 
done over again later on. 

Rumors Are Revived. ,. 

Something like this has been happen- 
img on the Stock Exchange. Two weeks 
ago came the rumors. The long-expect- 
ed copper trade combination was about 
tv be announced. The bankers who had 
picked up the broken pleces of the Pear- 
Son-larquhar string of railways had 
made up their minds to complete the 
“oecean-to-ocean combination.’”’ As an 
interlude, the iron trade was rapidly 
picking up. 

This past week,. another set of tactics 
were taken up in practice. Mr. Roose- 
velt had started on a tour, and was 
making speeches; everyone might guess 
woaat he would say tomorrow. Frost 
had been heard of in the mountains of 
Colorado; it was not many hundreds of 
mites from there to the bottom lands of 
the Nebraska corn belt. 

Ai intervals the iron trade was not 
pivking up; it wae worse than before. 

At at the Polo Grounds, so in Wall 
sireet, nothing was’ really accomplished 
byvall this. But the playing was realis- 
tic’ It saved the dog-day spectators 
from being altogether bored,.and.it gave 
beth players and watchers some idea 
of how the actual game will be cén- 
ducted when it starts, a fortnight or so 
from now. 

The preliminary exploits are interest- 
ing, moreover, as showing that things 
may not be altogether one-sided in the 
autumn. It is already apparent that 
expedients are in hand to thrill the 
nancial world with hope as well as 
with despondency. 

The Financial Question. 

Every one with any experience in 
Wall Street knows that. the market's 
reaponse to these variegated arguments 
depends on conditions which lie a good 
deal deeper. The really uncertain ques- 
tion at the moment, and the question 
Which is bound to-be answered in the 
©ourse of the next few months, is 
whether our financial and industrial 
position is sound or not. 

Even the state of the New York sur- 
plus bank reserve cannot throw much 
light on this problem in advance: the 
missing factor in the calculation Is the 
condition of the interior banks whose 
loans, two months ago, were greater 
by $376,000,000, or 12 per cent, than a 
year ago, with an increase in cash re- 
serves of only $8,000,000, or barely 2? 
per cent, 

The subsequent movement has been 
obscure; the very eéxpansion of re- 

serves at New York City has been ef- 
fected through drawing heavily on the 
interior cash supplies, and although the 
East has also taken our Western loans 
in quantity it is not eafy to determine 
in just what position the general credit 
system has been left. 

The gratifying change in the harvest 
outiook has accomplished much, but 
that of itself involves some change in 
calculations. 

The Market’s Position. 

The financier who laments a short 
crop because of the loss to the coun- 
try’s wealth, and laments a large one 
because of the strain imposed on the

REFLECT SOME 
IRREGULARITY 


Bank of allie Drifts 
Off Slightly—Traction 
Stocks Firm. 


The backward 4rift of prices in the 
Wall Street market was reflected in a 
quiet way in local securities during the 
week, although the selling represented 
nothing more than the efforts of specu: | 
lative brokers to scalp the local issues 
in sympathy with the Eastern move- 
ment. 

Investors show no indication of selling 
their holdings, and if anything are add- 
ing to them at the current price lével. 

There is a decided tone of confidence 
manifested in hanking and financial 
circles and all indications point to a 
normal expansion of business this fall. 

While bankers report a heavy de- 
mand for funds from outside sources, 
in anticipation of the coming crop 
movement, interest rates remain 
nominally 5% per cent and no indi- 
cations of a money squeeze are ap- 
parent. 

Bankers express the opinion that 
the recent contraction of loans in the 
Fastern securities markets, followed 
by country bankers forcing farmers 
to sell their wheat to protect the 
banks on money loaned in past land 
speculation; has so clarified the 
monetary atmosphere as to practic- 
ally eliminate the possibility of a 
stringency. 

Reflecting business 
is noticeable that local bank clear- 
ings in thig city continue to expand 
—the increase for the week being 
4.1 per cent while the tetal clearings 
of the country contracted 20 per cent 
compared with last year and 21.2 per 
cent in 1906. The week's expansion 
also follows like one for the past 
six months. 

The market was rather active in trac- 
tlon securities, the preferred touching 
to $64. The common 
rose to $13 after selling at $12.50

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GRAIN FUTURES RECORD 
SHARP GAINS FOR WEEK 
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Wheat Is Lifted on a Revival of Export Ship- 
ments, Weather Is Controlling 
Factor in Corn. 


Vinteeetieen 
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The value of grain showed a slight ap- 
preciation during the past week, al- 


though speculation was quiet and the 
pit element making the marKet. The 
“Gear public” is an onlooker and taking 
very little interest in the trading. 

From the news standpoint, the week 
was an uninteresting one, no factor de- 
veloping of sufficient importance to in- 
dicate the definite trend of values. 

Pit sentiment at the moment is badly 
mixed. Professionals continue to talk 
of the heavy charges of 9%c represented 
by the difference in September and May 
delivefies and do not follow the bull 
side very confidently. 

Over the domestic wheat area the 
week was favorable and the North- 
west harvest is nearing completion 


under ideal conditions. 


Threshing returns to date show 
yields of wheat above indications in 
the three Northwestern states. Min- 
nesota average so far, 17 bu, against 
a Government indication Aug. 1 of 
14.2 bu; South Dakota, 16 bu, against 
11; North Dakota, 6 bu, against 5.2. 
The indications are that the  ulti- 
mate spring yield will largely over- 
run the Government estimate of 210,- 
000,000 bu. 

Exports Are Light. 

The subsidence of the export in- 
quiry has been a distinct disappoint- 
ment to the trade, especially as at fhe 
decline it was thought a moderate 
revival would take place. 

Instead prices have dropped further 
out of line with our markets, with a 
digparity between bids and offers 
of as much as 4% bu. While this 
lasts, it ts hard to see just on what 
prices can be permanently bulled. 

The cash demand also shows no im- 
provement, and while a year ago 
stocks in all important markets were 
going to the mills, now they are 
piling up daily at primary points. 

The run of new wheat to market 
continues heavy,--but receivers say 
indications point to a falling off in 
Southwestern centers. The _ spring 
movement is at its height and ts 
doubtless influenced largely by coun- 
try bankers calling loans much the 
same as has been the policy in the 
winter wheat territory. Hedging sales 
are lighter in all markets and specu- 
lation quieter on this account. Chi- 


i cago expects stocks of wheat there

FIGHT IN AID OF 
THE FREE BRIDGE 





Proposed by Ordinance 
for Purchase of Land. 








Property Would Have to Be 
Condemned and Cost 
Would Be Too Great. 





Led by the Real Estate Exchange, 
various civic organizations will soon be- 
gin a campaign to induce the Municipal | 
Assembly, when it convenes in October, 
to pass Council Bill 22, authorizing the 
purchase of land for the eastern rail- 
road approach of the free bridge. 

Members of these organizations are 
not satisfied with the line designated in 
an ordinance approved by Mayor Kreis- 
mann July 12, because instead of ac- 
quiring land north of the Southern Rail- 
way Co.’s terminals east of Twenty- 
first street, a site has been bought south 
of those properties. 

It is contended by those who have in- 
vestigated the subject that to reach the 
approach, if it were built along the 
route defined in this ordinance, 20 rail- 
roads entering East St. Louis from the 
north and east would have to condemn 
rights-of-way across the Southern Rall- 
way’s terminals. 





To gain access to the bridge in that 
way, it is pointed out it would be 
impossible, or so costly as to prevent 
the railroads attempting it. 


No Action on Bill. 
Council Bill 22, which has been in 


the hands of Chairman Schutz of. the 
Council’s Public Improvements Com- 
mittee since April 29, without action, 
would authorize an approach along 
a line prolonged eastwardly from the 
bridge as far as Twenty-ninth street 
and Illinois avenue. This would es- 
tablish the approach north of the 
Southern’s terminals—which are 400 
feet wide and more than a mile long 
—and obviate, its advocates point out, 
the crossing of those properties. 

At the same time, it is contended, any 
of the five roads might connect with 
the approach as easily as they could 
with that contemplated in the city ad- 
ministration’s ordinance. 

While Schutz and Hildenbrandt of the 
Assembly’s Public Improvement Com- 
mittee have steadfastly refused to grant 
hearings on Council Bill 22 and its 
counterpart in the last session, both 
were eager to pass the ordinance intro- 
duced by Councilman Schneiderhahn. 

Council Bill 22 is the same as a bill 
presented te the Assembly in December, 
1908, by the late Councilman Drew. 
Witheut giving the bill a second read- 
ing or referring it to a committee, this 
bill was filed. It was reintroduced in 
the House of Delegates last January, 
but was again filed. It was offered to 
the Assembly the thira time last April. 

Will Ask Sale of Land. 

The land acquired under the ordi- 
mance already passed cost $44,000. A 
great deal more will have to be pur- 
chased from the Southern Railway 
and other interests. It will be de- 
manded by the Real Estate Exchange 
and the other associations that the 
city sell the land it has bought after 
another right-of-way has been ob- 
tained. 

President Reber of the Board of 
Public Improvements says that the 
land will be a good investment and 
that the city will always be able to 
get what it paid for the property. 

Reber’s objection to extending the 
approach north of the Southern Rail- 
way’s terminals is that it will be two 
or three times more expensive than 
if built south of them. The line sug- 
gested by the Real Estate Exchange 
crosses the property needed at an 
acute angle. This, Reber says, would 
necessitate the acquisition of in- 
tire lots instead of only small parts 
of them. 

Real estate men say a right-of-way 
to Twenty-ninth street and Illinois 
avenue can be condemned for $150,- 
000. 

The agitation for the passage of 
Council bill 22 will be commenced 
with the first fall meetings of the 
several associations which have al- 
ready approved it. 

They will use thé argument that 
the Southern Railway is a Morgan 
roag and is more hostile than any 
other to the free bridge. Its presi- 
dent, Thomas C. Powell, represented 
the roads in the Terminal Associa- 
tion in the conferences concerning 
the abolition of the “arbitrary.”

Completing arrangements by 
which a mammoth terminal system 
will be established in St. Louis, the 
Holbrook-Blackwelder Company ob- 
tained yesterday from the Clark es- 
tate, J. D. Lyon, trustee, of Pittsburg, 
Pa., a long lease of the former Union 
Race Track, comprising 100 acres 
located on the north side of Natural 
Bridge road and Union avenue. 

The terms of the lease are 4 per 
cent net on a valuation of $376,000, 
nearly $4000 an acre. The negotia- 
tions were only effected after months 
of endeavor on the’ part of the Hol- 
brook-Blackwelder Co. 

William Booth Papin, of William 
Booth & Company, and J. C. Darst, 
represented the owners in this trans- 
action. 

The Holbrook-Blackwelder Co. act- 
cd for a corporation known as the 
Union Terminal Company, which, 
with the co-operation of the Terminal 
Railway Association will make this 
tract a center for large manufactur- 
ing concerns, which will be grouped 
there with complete shipping facill- 
ties. 

The improvements by the Union Co. 
will involve $1,000,000. 

With the tracks of the Terminal 
Association's Belt Line skirting it, 
the tract is regarded as one of the 
most enticing sites in the elty for the 
protected manufacturing center. 

Big Shipping Point. 

Contracts have already been effected

The proposed Terminal yards have 
main paved thoroughfares to the city, 
Union boulevard and Natural -Bridge 
road, while the United Railway elec- 
tric service passes the property, which

Announcement of this project is ex- 
pected to_reawaken interest 9 this sec- 
tion of up.own St. Louis. . Many plans 
for the improvement of holdings on 
Grand avenue between Laclede and 
Easton avenues, which have been in 
abeyance, pending development, will be 
brought focward again, it is believed, 
and consu:inmated., 

Another Theater Proposed. 

Another theater to be leased to 
one of the theatrical syndicates is 
being discussed for the vicinity of 
Grand avenue and Olive street, while 
it is quite within the range of pos- 
sibility that a large department store 
soon will be erected in this center. 

The development of properties in 
the vicinity of Grand avenue and 
Olive street during the last five years 
has made those corners the most 
active in the city. 

The first building of any importance 
to be completed was the Odeon Building 
and Masonic Temple, at Grand and Fin- 
ney.

The Princess Follows. 

This improvement was followed up by 
the Knights of Columbus Building,’ on 
Olive street, immediately east of Grand 
avenue. The owners of the Grand Ave- 
nue Hotel property followed the march 
of improvement by tearing down the 
greater part of the old Grand Avenue 
Hotel and building the new Princess 
Theater Building, which undoubtedly 
will be one of the most popular thea- 
ters in the city. 

These, together’ with the illumina- 
tion of Grand avenue, from Lindell 
boulevard to Washington avenue, and 
of Olive street from Theresa to 
Spring, forms the nucleus of an jllu- 
mination scheme which will likely 
continue north on Grand avenue to 
Kaston, and west on Olive to Vande- 
venter.

While in the Kast McDonald visited 
New York, Brooklyn, Jersey City, New- 
ark, Trenton, Wilmington, Del.; Balti- 
more Md., and Washington, D. C., prin- 
cipally to inform himself as to the 
conduct of the exchanges in these cities. 

What impressed him most in the East 
since his visit. there a few years ago 
were the improvements in the railroad 
terminals in all the Eastern cities and in 
the number of factory and office build- 
ings being erected and in the blocks of 
dwellings going up, especially in the 
cities.of Baltimore, Wilmington and 
Philadeiphia. 

He was much impressed with the 
splendid new Union Station in Wash- 
ington and with its surroundings. A 
large open park has been laid out, 
which ts improved with fountains and 
statues. 

The railroads and city have bought 
a strip of ground two blocks by four 
and have wrecked all the buildings on 
this, and intend to further tmprove this 
with a park. This will give an open 
space from the station to the capitol, 
and will give all visitors entering Wash- 
ington a lasting impression of the city. 


FAST ENTRIES FOR 200- 
MILE SPEEDWAY RACE 


That the Indianapolis Motor Speed- 
way will close its present year of 
automobile races with a final sensa- 
tional contest is assured by two 
formidable entries that have been 
made, while a number of others are 
in prospect. The meet has twenty- 
one races on the two days program, 
eleven of them on Sept. 8 and the 
others on Labor day, the meet clos- 
ing with a 200-mile event on Mon- 
day. The two cars that have so far 
been nominated for this long distance 
run is a Marmon, with Ray Harroun 
as driver, and a Firestone, with L. A. 
Frayer as the pilot. It will be about 
the heaviest race that the Firestone 
has ever started in, and this car will 
to the followers of the racing game 
be a forecast of what may be expect- 
ed on race courses next year, as the 
Firestone will be a 1911 model. 

The 200-mile drive has attached 
to it the richest money award offered 
at the speedway’s closing meet, 
amounting to a total of $2400, a sum 
generous enough to be a temptation 
both to makers of conspicuous racing 
cars and Caring drivers. The speed- 
way management has put up $1800 of 
the amount, divided into three prizes 
—$1000, $500 and $300. To make the 
race more alluring, the Bosch Mag- 
neto Co. has spiced the speedway's 
offer with an addition of $600, divided 
into three amounts—$300, $200 and 
$100—making the 200-mile event 
worth $1300 to the winner of first 
place.

If a Russian subject 
marries abroad without the legal sanction of a 
Russian clergyman, then he must remarry in 
Russia, Otherwise he is not married at all. His 
w.fe is merely a mistress; as such she can enter 
‘ussta, but as a wife she is barred at the frontier.

Settled on the Russian estates, they renewed 
their orgies, and in 1906 Prince George, while in 
St. Petersburg, quarrelled in a fashionable res- 
taurant with Grand Duke Viadimir. The duel was 
prevented by the Czar, who immediately expelled 
Prince George from his capital and ordered the 
Medical Council to-declare both the Prince and 
his wife insane. Thus for many years’ the pair 
have lived in the care of trustees at their coun- 
try estates, not even Russian subjects, because 
an insane foreigner cannot be naturalized. 

Young Prince Anton Radziwill never thought 
of all this until his relatives began to fight his 
love affair, so as his honeymoon draws to a close 
he’ is face to face with some stern realities. 

His grandmother went first to the Kaiser, who 
explained that he had no right to interfere, as 
the parents of Prince Anton were living in Rus- 
sia and owned Russian estates. So she went 
directly to the Czar and secured an audience. 

“Princess,” the little Czar of all the Russias 
is said to have replied, “I will do my best, but | 
am afraid that it is not ‘in my province to inter. 
fere, for your son and grandson are not my natu- 
ralized subjects,” 

But the old Princess urged that the family of 
Radziwill was of ancient Russian aristocracy and 
that the marriage ought to be declared mor- 
ganatic. '

T last, after more than twelve years 
of delay, which has been pro- 
nounced ‘‘a national disgrace and 
an international scandal,’’ the 
wreck of the Maine is to be ravsed

One of the foremost engineers 
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of the country has presented to the United 
Stqtes War Department a new and novel 
plan for raising the wreck, many features of 
which have been devised and patented by him 
and tried on work fully as difficult as that o;* 
raising the Maine, although far less spec 
tacular. 

Congress has appropriated $300,000 pre- 


liminary to this work, and now that a plan - 


for the actual raising of the wreck which 
meets the approval of the engineers of the 
War Department has been presented it seems 
that the long-delayed task is finally to be 
accomplished. 

While there have been many reasons—or 
excuses, at least—for the delay of this Gov- 
ernment in raising the Maine, the principal 
tangible one has always been that the en- 
gineering difficulties involved were insur- 
mountable.

Difficulties are added to the situation by the 
fact that the Maine has sunk deeply into the 
mud of the harbor, while mud and sand have 
accumulated around the wreck during the years 
it has lain there until it has become a serious 
obstruction to navigation. All these things, 
howéver, are considered in O’Rourke’s plan for 
raising the vessel, 

There are to be six caissons on each side of 
the ship, and between the shin and the piles on 
which the wharves are erected, each of the cais- 
sons’ 15 feet wide and 40 fe-t long. At the top 
of each caisson wil] be arranged 1 cables, half 
of them of 200 tons’ capacity and t.e other half 
the small hauling cables to be ured in dragging 
the 200-ton capacity cables under the wreck and 
upward on each side between the wall surface of 
the caissons nearest the ship and the outer walls 
of the ship itself. Their combined strength is 
equal to 10 times the weight of the battleship. 

Before the caisson are’ in position, the ends 
of the cables are carr‘sd down on the outside of 
the caisson facing the ship and are passed under 
the cutting edge, or bottom, of the cajsson and 
coiled away temp rarily. Then the pipe, enclos-

Continuing his letter to the War Department,

FEW months ago a. young man 
employed in the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive Works, in Philadelphia, was 
the victim of an accident that de- 
prived him. of his sight. The best 
surgeons in Philadelphia examined 
him and told him that there wa: 
not one chance of his ever being able to see 
again. At last the poor fellow was convinced 
of thas. 

At the same time that surgeons told the 
young man that he was doomed for the rest 
of his life, they were thinking of @ young 
woman who had been blind since childhood. 
4 disease, ophthalmia neonatarum, had de- 


troyed the sight of one eye and necessitated 
he removal of that organ from its socket. 

The other eye was totally blind, and, while 
it disfigured the girl’s otherwise attractive 
face, remained in its place, because the sur- 
geons of the Medtco-Chirurgical College, at 
which she had been a patient of long stand- 
ing, had an idea that they could restore the 
sight to thts remaining eye, under certain 
conditions. 

The cornea—that transparent film which 
overs the eye like the crystal of a watch— 
tas become absolutely opaque. If this cloudy 
srystal could be slit open, and the opaque 
substance behind it be removed, there was a 
chance that the young woman might see 


again. 








IN order to perform this opera- 
tion—similar to that which is 
employed in cases of ordi- 
nary cataract of the eyes—it 
would be necessary, in this 
young woman’s case, to make 
so large a cut in the diseased 
cornea that a piece of the

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The iris, the ciliary muscle and corotdea 
membrane. 


The young man agreed ard the operation 
was performed. 

The cornea of the young woman's eye was cut 
open and a large part of it, a piece nearly a quar- 
ter of an inch long and one-elghth of an inch 
wide, was removed. The young man's eye had 
previously been subjected to the knife. and a 
part of the cornea, a piece corresponding to that 
taken from the young woman's eye, cut out, 
When the dead crystalline lens inside the young 
woman's eye had been removed and the opacity 
of the space behind the diseased cornea removed, 
the piece from the young man’s eye was quickly 
put into place on the fresh wound, bandages 
were applied to the girl’s eyes and the most in- 
teresting part of the experiment began. 

They bad to wait for nearly a week before the 
bandage could be removed, and during this time 
one may imagine the suspense under which the 
girl labored. Would the pain of the operation be 
repaid with sight? Or would it all be for naught 
—merely another disappointment? 

The doctors stood around her on that fateful 
day as Dr. Fox removed the bandage. The girl 
Sat up and stared about her. Suddenly she t-em. 
bled and put a hand to her mended eye. Then 
she removed it after a pause and looked about 
her. agp is the word, for she saw. She 





years of age, will have fair sight with this eye 
on which the cornea of a man’s is grafted. 

This, however, is not the only wonderful opera- 
tion on the human eye on record. There have 
been many others of equal delicacy, so many, in 
fact, that one is positively astounded at the ex- 
tent to which surgeons have perfected their 
knowledge of this, the most delicate organ of 
our bodies. 

We all know a little about the human eye— 
how it is really a round ball, set in a deep socket 
and attached to its anchorage by the optic nerve. 
This nerve spreads out, as it comes forward, and 
is transformed into a hollow ball, inside which 
all is. dark, like the back part of a camera. This 
part inside and at the back of this hollow ball 
is called the retina, and is that part of the eye 
which takes the picture we see through the lenses 
in front. a 

e The inner lens is a little round crystal, per- 
fectly transparent, that catches the picture as it 
eomes through a hole called:the pupil. Outside 
the pupil, guarding it from danger, is the cornea, 
or watch crystal. A perfect camera, so arranged 
that the light is drawn in through the cornea,

through the pupil, to the crystalline lens within, 
and thence of printing the picture indelibly, tells 
the brain about it through the optic nerve, 

‘The arrangements of this wonderful pair of 
organs, however, is easily thrown out of gear, 
and until recent years, when a man Or woman be- 
came blind there was small chance of his or her 
regaining the cherished sight. Modern science, 
however, has given great study to the eye, and 
to the possibilities of correcting and restoring yi- 
sion, with the result that some of the operations 
performed are almost akin to miracles. 

An ironworker named Frank Post, working on 
a new building at Broadway and Cortland street, 
New York City, one day in 1907, heard a shout 
of alarm and looked up just in time to be struck 
in one eye by a red-hot rivet. He was taken, 
unconscious, to St. Gregory’s Hospital, where Dr. 
J. H. Heacock attended him. The doctor found 
that 15 pieces'of iron were tmbeded in the man’s 
eyeball. 

The conjunctive muscle at the left of the eye 
was so cut that it lay over the eyeball. Dr. Hea- 
cock, applying cocaine, removed the 15 small 
pieces of iron and then, with silk, taking four 
stitches to complete the work, sewed the con- 
junctive to the cornea again and bandaged the 
man up. A week later he was all right, his eye 
as ‘good as ever and nothing to indicate that he 
had been through such an extraordinary opera- 
tion ,but the marks of the stitcnes in the eyeball. 

Dr. Francis M. Michael of Binghamton, N. Y, 
attend child of 8 months which had been 
born stone blind. The baby was a girl. As she 
could not see, it was very difficult to make her 
take nourishment, and the child was wasting 
away. 

Examining the eyes, Dr. Michael at first 
thought that he was finding an ordinary case of 
cataract, an opacity of the orystalline lens, or of 
the cornea, and for that he operated. But when 
he had made an incision in the baby’s eye he 
found that instead of the crystalline lens being 
affected, there was none there at all, in its place 
being a bit of hard, white substance. 

With belladonna he made the pupil of the eye 
expand, and then took out this lump, operated 
similarly on the other eye and awaited devel. 
opments. 

At the proper time the bandages were removed 
and tests made to see whether the baby had her 
sight To Dr. Michael’s satisfaction and the joy 
of her parents, it was found that the operation 
bad been perf successful, and today the baby, 
now grown to girlhood, sees splendidly, though 
having to wear strong glasses which take the

place of the lenses with which her eyes were not 
originally supplied. 

James Cantillon, the baseball player, lost his 
sight a few years ago through getting a piece of 
stee] in his eye. He was sent to the hospital, 
where the damaged eye was removed to keep it 
from affecting the other one. But in a short 
time this eye, too, was out of order, from infec- 
tion and sympathy, and Cantillon sadly went to 
Bellevue Hospital, in New York. 

They could do nothing for him there, as the 
optic nerve seemed to be all but gone, and Can- 
tillon became frantic with despair. Suddenly, in 
a fit of hysteria, he stopped screaming—an opera- 
tion in which the hysteria had been making him 
indulge for half an hour—and cried that he could 
see. 

Investigation showed that it was so, and in a 
short while he left the hospite] with no further 
danger, so far as the doctors could determine, of 
having any more trouble with his remaining eye. 

In the matter of grafting the cornea of one 
person’s eye to another, as in the case first 
described, Dr. Lesser of West Ninety-third street, 
New York, was asked to examine the eyes of a 
man of 24, who had been blind in one eye since 
an attack of measles in boyhood, and who was 
rapidly losing the use of the other. Dr. Lesser 
found that one eye was gone beyond rescue, but 
thought that a part of the cornea of *he other 
looted healthy enough to save. 

There was not, in this case, another man or 
boy who could lend part of his eye, 80 Dr. Lesser 
bought a large, healthy Belgian hare and made it 


‘the victim. The good cornea of the rabbit's eye 


was grafted on that of the young man, and today 
his one good eye is all that could be desired. 

Surgery for the eye has been called into prac- 
tice for other purposes than the restoration of 
sight. At the Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirm- 
ary, Boston, two years ago, was a young man 
with an affection of the eye which had partly de- 
stroyed the color of the iris, which, in his case, 
had been a particularly pretty brown. 

He asked the doctors if they could not do some- 
thing to take away the dirty-looking spot that 
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had covered mo.e than half his eye, and they said 
they thought they could. They could tattoo the 
eyeball! 

The instruments consisted of five ordinary 
needles, placed side by side with the eye ends 
inserted in a wooden handle. Then, to a depth 
not exceeding the sixty-fourth of an inch, these 
tattooing nevdles were jabbed into the sclerotic 
coating, each insertion making five tiny holes. 
This, of course, was repeated many times, but 
with tremendous care, for to have pierced the 
cornea and let out any of the aqueous fluid from 
within would have meant blindness. . 

Then India ink of the right color was rubbed 
on the eyeball with a soft brush and worked into 
all the little holes. The eye then began to look 
as it had of old, and in a shoit time there was 
no sign of the disfiguring blemish to mar the 
young man’s looks or happiness. 

With the ophthalmoscope, an instrument which 
looks into the eye through the medium of an 
electric light only about the sixteenth of an inch 
in length, more wonders than have ever been 
found are expected to result, and human sight, it 
is believed, will be even more amenable to res- 
toratives than now, when more of the workings 
of a living eye are disclosed by this searching 


instrument. '

No other race has become so expert in 

boxing generally as the Anglo-Saxon, 
although both Caucasians and Orientals have 
become great in wrestling, which ts brother 
to boxing. 

The greatest wrestler in the world at pres- 
ent is an American, an Iowa farmer, Frank 
Gotch, although Sweden, Russa, Germany, 
Turkey and Japan have each produced cham- 
pions at the same game. 

It has been the popular thought that the 
most dangerous man either in attack or de- 
fense is the fighter with his fists, but the 
strangling of two men during a fight recent- 
ly at Marine, Ill., by John Burton, a young 
man who had recetved some expert training 
at wrestling, would tend to show that the 
wrestler is a far more dangerous man in o 
fight than a bozer. 

In the first place the wrestler learns far 
more of the arts of attack and defense than 
a boxer ever knows. It has been averred by 
men who are well equipped by experience to 
know the limitations of both arts, that Frank 
Gotch, the great American wrestler, could 
easily whip either James J. Jeffries or Jack 
Johnson, the heavyweight bozers, in a rough- 
and-tumble fight, and some go so far as to 
say that he could whip them together.

The chief virtue of the whis.y bath is its 
power to give relief in the uncomfortable night 
sweats of consumption.

And in hot weather, 
or during the fever of sickness, the alcohol 
sponge is said to be effective in cooling the 
body, but it is a process that should be con- 
ducted with care and only under competent 
advice. No doubt this last effect is the only 
one for which the oil king makes use of the 
whisty bath. 

in bygone times these fancy baths were very 
fazhionable, and every imaginable substance 
that could be dissolved in water has been used. 
But most of them have lost their popularity 
because it is seen that the efficacy of the 
bath is nearly always due to the water. 

Milk baths for the skin are still used by 
many women to whom expense is no consid- 
eration. But it is to be remembered that milk 
is precisely the kind of substance on which 
microbes, the skin's greaiest enemies, can 
flourish luxuriantly. 

Bran, glue and malt baths have been given 
fer their emollient and quieting effects. So 
also corn flour and ordinary potato starch. 
These are cheap baths, but opfnion is divided 
as to their efficiency. 

Whey baths and soup baths have been used 
by optimistic persons in the past, who be- 
lieved they were “nourishing,” but they may 
well rank among the “faney” cures. 

Beg, mud and slime baths, however, are 
often very useful. 

The bog earth is usually found at iron and 
aulphur eprings. Sufficient of it is dissolved 
in water to make a bath varying in consist- 
ence from that of broth to a thick smeary 
stuff. The salts being digsolved out are said 
to benefit anemia, sciatica, stiff joints and 
painful muscles. 

Mud from river bettoms and slime from 


lakes and stagnant pools are regarded as ef-. 


fective in curing rheumatism. 
in famous baths abroad. 

One advantage the mud and peat baths have 
over those of plain water is that they can be 
given at a high temperature, and for that rea- 
son they are recommended for obstinate rheu- 
matism.and gout. For these ailments, how- 
ever, the sand bath appears to be a better 
remedy, the patient, covered with sand heated 
to 120 degrees or 125 degrees, perspiring much 
more freely than in a Turkish bath. 

For stimulation of the skin and the whole 
body, the effervescent bath ts held in great 
repute. At a famous resert in Germany, a 
natural effervescent water is used which ap- 
parently helps to eure certain forms of heart 
disease, This water is said to be effective in 
certain Fidney ailments, and for the relief of 
congestion of the liver. 

Wine baths and vinegar baths were both 
very popular at one time. But their chief vir- 
tue is that they cool the skin and body. 

On the Continent, pine and herb baths are 
in high repute, and their variety ig great. The 
extract of pine needles is looked upon as a 
powerful skin stimulant, rather @ amal! quan- 
tity added to the bath turning the skin red. 
It is rezarded as a good tonic for weakly per- 
sons. This extract is expensive.

™ ®. M. P. REYNOLDS tells how to make Dixie Buscuits. 

“Three cups flour, one cup of milk, two eggs well beaten, 
butter the size of an egs in milk, one fourth teaspoonful salt, two 
teaspoonfuls sugar, one-eighth cake compressed yeast dissolved in 
a wine-glass of lnkewarm milk. _ Sift fiour in bowl, add other in- 
gredients in center of flour, taking up a little of the flour to make 
a sponge. After standing in a warm place to rise for a.couple of 
hours, stir in lightly remaining flour to make a soft dough. Let 
rise again for two hours, then roll out and cut into buscuits, plac- 
ing one row on top of another and rather far apart in baking pan* 
slightly buttered. Let stand again for nearly two hours, and 
bake about 20 minutes. No kneading required; the less the 
dough is handled the better.”

RS. AKIN’S directions for roasting turkey are: 

“Salt the bird six to twenty-four hours before cooking. 
Make a stuffing of equal parts of buscuits, lightbread and corn 
pone: grind all of the stall parts of the bread in a mill, add a 
small piece of butter, pepper and salt, a small amount of pulveriz- 
ed sage, one cup of well-cooked seedless raisins; pour over a 
small amount of hot water, not enough to soften, but merely 
enough to work smoothly; now stuff the turkey, put in the roast- 
ing pan and put one pint of cold water; allow to simmer on 
top of range for one or two hours, basting every 15 minutes. 
Now put in oven and bake with cover until thoroughly done. 
Basting constantly assures a sweet juicy result.”

matter which it contains. If a patient 

has a continued fever, and it is known 

that beef tea is wanted from day to day, too 

much pains cannot be taken in its preparation. 

It is well to observe the following. rules: — 
Never let beef tea boil. Always begin with cold 
water. The finer the beef is cut the better. There 
should be no fat, gristle or bones adhéring ‘to the 
meat. The proper proportion of beef and water is 
one pound to one pint. Beef tea that jellies when 
cold has not been properly made. After being made 
carefully remove from the surface all traces of fat. 
To warm -up beef tea, put in a cup and set cup in a 
vessel of boiling water. Use the following recipe to 
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.get all the virtue out of the meat: Take one pound 
fresh beef, cut very fine, soak in one-third quart of 
water over night, keep on ice. In the morning remove 
the meat, saving the water in which it has been soaked, 
put meat in two-thirds quarts of water and let it simmer 
for two hours, keeping the water up to its original level 
by replacing what is lost by evaporation, using water of the 
same temperature. Now pour the beef broth into the liquor 
in which the beéf has been soaked, squeezing the meat as dry 
as possible The meat which remains should be placed in a 
porcelain pan and slowly dried in an open oven. When per- 
fectly dry it can be reduced to a powder in a mortar, mix 
this meat powder in the liquor, and you have all the elements 
of the meat in fluid form. Salt to taste and add ten drops of 
muriatic 2cid, and three grains of pepsin. This is the only 
preparation of beef tea which contains al] the virtue of meat.” 
‘Mrs. Akins contributes the recipe for “Elizabeth Green’s 
Kentucky Chicken Pie; she also tells how to make “Aunt Lyda’s 
Hoe Cake.” The very names of these recipes would be sufficient 
guarantee that the products would have the old-time flavor. 


Elizabeth Green’s Kentucky Chicken Pie. 
«CT as to fry one nice fat chicken that will weigh one and 

ene-half to two pounds, salt and allow to stand some- 
time, a few hours if possible. Stew in a small amount of water 
for 30 minutes; have lined a long biscuit pan with a good 
biscuit dough; turn out the chicken and liquid into the pan; 
you should have a cup of liquid at least. Add some butter, a 
fat chicken requires little butter, while a poor one should never 
find its way to the dinner table; some black pepper. Put a 
crust of the same dough over the top; make a hole in the center. 
Bake slowly and see that it does not get dry. Take two tea- 
spoonsful of flour and a cup of cream, whip well together, and 
when the pie assumes a light brown, add the cream slowly 
through the hole in the crust; put in the oven and cook until 
the gravy is well done; take up On @ platter. Parsley or cress 
makes a dainty garniture for this. | 


Aunt Lyda’s Hoe Cake, 

os TAKE one pint of meal, enough water just below the boil- 

ing temperature; make @ soft dough that may be spread 
over a hot gridiron with a spoon or a knife. The gridiron 
should be greased slightly to prevent the cake from sticking. 
Leave about one-half inch all around the griddle so that you 
may loosen the cake from the griddle when it is ready to turn. 
Turn into the left hand with a quick motion: drop into the 
griddie; allow this side to brown well. To cook a hoe cake 
successfully give it plenty of time 80 as not to allow it to 
scorch and yet to get thoroughly done. It is excellent for sick 
people with sweet milk. It is also liked by many with greens 
or other vegetables.”

“This delicious breakfast bread is made from four ears of 
green corn, Scrape and press the grains, boil] in a cup sweet milk, 
stir in tablespoonful butter, one teaspoonful flour, add very, 
very carefully the beaten yolks of two eggs. Add the corn, a 
pinch of salt and the beaten whites of the two eggs. Bake in 
deep tins in hot oven about 20 minutes.” 


Mrs. Brown’s Recipe. 
RS. A. D. BROWN gives her favorite recipe for “Lobster 
Chops.” 

“Two cans chopped lobster, one-half teaspoonful salt, few 
grains eayenne pepper, few grains grated nutmeg, one teaspoon- 
ful lemon juice, yellow of one egg, one teaspoonful finely chop- 
ped parsley, one cup thick white sauce. Mix ingredients in the 
order given and cool; shape in the form of chops; egg and 
crumb and fry in deep fat. Serve with sauce tartare.” 


Mrs. Ricketts on Fowls. | 
LL of the ladies take turns to tell how to roast turkey, 
chicken or other fowl. Mrs. A. Ricketts gives the young 
housewife explicit instructions on preparing the turkey or 
fowl. She says: 
“Carefully pluck the bird, singe with white paper, and wipe 
thoroughly with a cloth, draw it, preserve the liver and gizzard, 
and be particular not to break the gall-bag, a8 no washing will 
remove the bitter taste it imparts where it touches. Wash it 
inside well, and wipe it thoroughly with a dry cloth, the outside 
merely requires wiping nicely. Cut off the neck close to the 
back, but leave enough of the crop skin to turn over, break the 
leg bones close belew the knees, draw out the strings from 
the thighs, and flatten the breast bone to make it look plump. 
After this all done, prepare a dressing of choped sausage and 
bread crumbs, mixing in butter, pepper, salt and thyme to flavor. 
Fill the craw and body of the turkey with this, sew up carefully. 
Dredge with flour and put in oven to roast, basting freely first 
with butter and water, then with the gravy from the pan. The 
time it takes to roast will depend upon the size and age of your 
turkey. If you have a good fire it will be safe to allow ten 


minutes or 80 to the pound.” 


Mrs. I. H. Cadwallader Says:

She instructs the ‘young housewife in the art of buying 
poultry and meat in the following manner: 

“To select poultry, choose those that are fresh and fat. To 
determine whether they are young, try the skin under the wing 
or leg, if easily broken, it is young, or turn the wing back wards, 
and if it yields easily, it is tender. 

“Choose a yellow skinned fowl, and a hen bird is preferable 
as having the finer flavor, and being more profitable on account 
of their shorter, broader shape, thus giving more meat in pro- 
portion to the weight. 

“Turkeys should be bought with white meat and black legs. 
As they advance in years their legs become red. 

“Good meat has the following characteristics: © « 

“It is neither a pale pink or a deep purple tint. It has a 
marble appearance, from the ramifications of little veins of fat 
among the muscles. It should be firm and elastic to the touch,; 
and should scarcely moisten the fingers, bad meat being wet, — 
and sodden and flabby, with the fat looking like jelly on wet; . 
parchment. It should have little or no odor, and the odor should — 
not be disagreeabble.” 

M&S. AKINS, who is a successful home maker, gives advice 
to the young housewife about to undertake the task.
